March 2—Ohio 
and its cities must spend upwards 
of $5,000,000 shortly to repair dam­ 
age left by the recent record cold 
wave. 
The sum, an incomplete survey 
showed today, must pay for streets 
and highways cracked by freezing

water mains and 
other water equipment. The survey 
took into account neither damage 
to crops and fruit trees nor priv­ 
ate losses by fire.

Busiest Season in Last 


Five Years; Cold Helps 


Br The Amo* lated P re* . 
CLEVELAND. March 2—Iron ore. 
coal and shipping interests are pre­ 
paring for one of the busiest sea­ 
sons on the Great Lakes since 193o. 
A survey of executives and ex­ 
perts in these trades, who declined 
the use of their names, disclosed a 
unanimity of opinion that 1936 will 
be much better than last year. 
They were in general concurrence 
on these comparisons: 
Coal 
shipments, because of a 
severe winter, will be between 37, 
500,000 and 40.000,000 net tons, com­ 
pared with about 35.000,000 tons in 
each of the last two years and the 
top figure of more than 39.000,000 
tons in 1929. 
Ore shipments, which last year 
were 28.289.000 gross tons. will in­ 
crease to about 35.000,000 to 40, 
000.000 gross tons. or possibly more, 
the largest since 1930, when they 
totaled about 47.000,000 tons. 
The number of bulk freighters in 
service will increase proportionate 
ly. as ore auld coal are the largest 
shipping factors. 
W hether the heavy ice conditions 
of January and February will mean 
a later opening of navigation, with 
a consequent shortening of the sea­ 
son, depends on weather yet to 
come. Should the season be short­ 
ened, more boats would be called 
into service. 
Coal experts say that by the open­ 
ing of navigation, distribution cent­ 
ers on the upper lakes will be 
scraping the bottom of the bin for 
domestic sizes and may have only 
a small amount of steam sizes left. 
Ore men say that by May I the 
ore stock on low'er lake and furnace 
piles will he reduced to about 19.* 
000.000 tons. At the same time last 
year stocks were 24,816,000 tons. 
Several 
source* 
estim ate 
th© 
number of ore carriers will be in­ 
creased 
one-fourth 
to 
one-third 
over last year. 
Lake navigation opened last year 
on April 16. 
There is always the 
possibility the ice will delay it until 
May, aud severe winters have been 
known to hold up shipping on the 
upper lakes until June. 
Extrem e cold, and to some degree 
heavier commercial 
needs, 
have 
created a demand which is likely 
to raise coal shipm ents to a new 
high this season, sources in the coal 
trade say.

State* gave up Its right, held since 
construction of the Panama canal 
began, to maintain "public order 
in the cities of Panama. Colon, and 
the territories and harbor adjacent 
thereto in case the 
Republic 
of 
Panama should not be, in the Judg­ 
ment of the United State*, able to 
maintain such order.” 
Replaces 1903 Pact 
That right wa* conferred 
upon 
the United State* in the 1903 treaty 
which ha* governed the relation* 
of the two countries up to the pres­ 
ent and which the new pact ie de­ 
signed to replace. 
The United State* had contend­ 
ed in the past that this clause au­ 
thorized It to Intervene not only In 
the case of actual disorder but also 
In case of a threatened disorder. 
Panama objected, protesting that 
this specific grant of the right of 
intervention no longer was w ar­ 
ranted under present 
conditions 
and It wa* contrary to the non-in­ 
tervention policy of the Roosevelt 
administration. 
Granted More Rent 
The United States abrogated the 
article of the 1903 tressy by which 
it "guarantees and will maintain 
the Independence of the Republic 
of Panama.” 
It wa* eliminated on the conten­ 
tion of Panama that it was In dero­ 
gation of that government’s sover­ 
eignty. In its place the new treaty 
established an agreem ent between 
the two governments on a policy 
of joint responsibility 
coopera­ 
tion in furtherance of their own in­ 
terests. 
Panama also succeeded, through 
the new treaty, In it* efforts to ob­ 
tain a larger rental of the canal 
from this government because of 
the reduction In th© dollar's gold 
weight.

President Roosevelt and th* leaders in 
congress had hoped to

faxes" this year. Even now the effort is to 
he made to tall the taxes "replacements'* 
or "reimbursements.’* But the truth is th# 
president 
Is 
asking for $1,137,000,000 In 
taxes, and they may have been concealed 
or Ignored when first levied as "process. 
log taxes.’* hut they will occupy a promi­ 
nent plats in the forefront of public at. 
tention when it is sought to do in another 
form that which the Supreme Court of the 
United States, by its 6 to 3 opinion on Jan. 
6 and Its unanimous opinion of Jan. 13, 
forbade congress and the executive to do 
ae a scheme to regulate agricultural pro-* 
duction. 
Cause Discussion 
Mr. Roosevelt put* the problem of how to 
raise the taxes tip to congress. In an elec­ 
tion year, new taxes aren’t popular because 
they stir up antagoniama that are reflected 
at the polls. Also they provoke d iscussion 
aa to "bondoggling" and "W’PA stage mo­ 
ney' and they Introduce such controversies 
as Sen. Holt, (D.) of Vest Virginia began 
when he declared the West Virginia relief 
situation was full of politics. 
Th* President divides the $1,137,000,000 
into three parts. About $120,000,000 is to 
be a new yearly expense to help pay off 
the new borrowings to be made by the gov. 
eminent to pay off the bonus In cash. 
About $617,000,000 is for benefits and sub. 
tidies to farmers for the year in which pro- 
cessing taxes were to have been collected 
but were prevented by court action 
Another $500,000,000 is for "permanent’* 
subsidy for next year for the farmers. And 
the President himself nses the word ‘ per- 
manent. ’ This is the soil erosion program 
that has just passed both houses of con- 
gross. 
To Rscevtr Farm Tax 
Now, of the foregoing, Mr. Roosevelt has 
an idea that about $160,000,000 can be re- 
covered by some sort of special excess pro­ 
fits tax on processors who benefitted from 
the Supreme Court decision with respect 
to moneys Impounded In the courts. There 
Is no intention to levy a retroactive excise 
tax, but a tax on income that was swelled 
by 
the 
processing taxes. It Is interesting 
that Mr. Roosevelt estimates only about 
$15,000,000 recoverable that way. 
But how is the remaining $987,000,000 to 
be obtained? Clearly, Mr. Roosevelt indlcat- 
es he will he satisfied if about half that 
aum is spread over three years because it 
Is an effort to replace lost processing tax 
money. Ho the figures can be reduced to 
about $662,000,000 or thereabouts for the 
new tax bill. 
This is about the figure the leaders In 
congress would rather deal with, though it 
is difficult to see how this sum can be raised 
except by some form of processing tax or 
aalea tax. Certainly aonie of it might be de- 
rived from a revision of Individual Income 
or corporation income Ihx rates, but the 
administrative problem involved In trying 
to put it into effect 
between 
now 
and 
March 15, when Income tax payments are 
next due, would be almost insuperable. 
Indirect Method Liksly 
So indirect, rather than direct, taxation 
must be resorted to. It is l i k e l y that taxes 
on all sorts of commodities will be levied. 
Probably the Males tax principle will come 
Into effect, even though there has been and 
still 
is 
much 
opposition to the idea on 
Capitol Hill. 
But to impose taxes on food products 
alone, as was the case with the processing 
laxes, would mean higher prices and dimin­ 
ished consumption and would revise the 
opposition of various groups to the AAA, 
especially the textile industry. What will 
be nought Is a tax that la spread out in 
such fashion aa not to increase the cost 
of living perceptibly or to at ford an oppor- 
tunlty for pyramiding '.axes between the 
producer and consumer. 
Mr. Roosevelt would prefer to have con- 
gross do the taxing job, as whatever the 
men on Capitol Hill consider politically tol­ 
erable will be accepted by th# Whit© House. 
lf the resident, on the other hand, tried to 
dictate the form of taxes, he would have 
to take sole responsibility at the polls for 
the specific taxes imposed. 
As it in. the White House is beginning to 
transfer some of the responsibility It was 
so anxious to take three years ago. 
Mr. Roosevelt told the press that, except 
for the 
relief expenses and except for th e 
bonus and except for the Supreme Court 
decision, die budget would have been in 
balance. 
Budget Advances 
The relief expenses, together with the 
other so-called emergency agencies, would 
have meant a deficit of about $3.000,uoo.uyu 
anyway. Now, with Hie bonn* and the re- 
placement of the lost processing taxes, it 
Is likely that the 1937 budget will exceed 
that for 1936 and the downward curve which 
had been hoped for will bo replaced by an- 
other upward curve. 
There seems to be no hesitation to tako 
on a $500,000,000 item for "permanent** sub­ 
sidy for the farmers, which, if justified, will 
mean 
"permanent" 
subsidies 
for 
other 
groups. 
Congress and the President have 
been will 
to 
authorize 
these 
expenses, 
but the congress alone will have to find out 
ways of meeting them by assessing city 
folks and consumers 
generally 
by 
aales 
taxes. And the senators and representatives 
who are up for reelection this autumn will 
have to get sanction at the polls, which is 
all right for those who will have opposition 
candidates of strong personality and pop- 
ularlty committed to programs of economy 
and lower taxes. It would not he surprising 
if the new tax bill cost the Democrats at 
least IOO seats in the house of represents.

One of the most interesting facts 
in 
connection 
with 
professional 
baseball clubs, and one with which 
th© average fan is not familiar, is 
the reason for or the origin of the 
nickname which each club bears. 
Some of these names have been 
picked up just for the sake of hav­ 
ing a nickname without any parti­ 
cular 
foundation 
in 
fact, 
while 
others have resulted from some real 
happening in ihe history of the club 
bearing the name. 
The Pittsburgh National League 
club, otherwise known throughout 
baseball as the ’’Pirates." was so 
nicknamed many years ago as the 
result of an incident growing out 
of the players’ baseball war way 
back in 1890. 
Troublesome Years 
During 1890. one of the 
most 
troublesome years in the history 
of the national game, there were 
two competing leagues in tho ma­ 
jor league field, the American a s­ 
sociation. which later became 
the 
American league, and the National 
league.
